j. HI a Ireland, at the recommendation of His Majelty’s Privy 
| Council for Ireland, did, in the month of July one thoufand 
eio-ht hundred and ten, nominate John Patrick, Alexander J affray, Randall 
Mac Donnell , Francis Beggs, Richard Litton, John Lindfay, John Carleton , 
Richard Darling, John Orr, Jofeph Hone, and Alexander Shaw, Efquires, 
to receive applications from and look into the Securities of fuch Perfons 
in Trade, poflefied of Funds ultimately more than fufficieilt to anfwer ail 
demands on them, who had not the means of converting fuch Funds into 
money or negotiable Securities in fufficieilt time to anfwer their engage- 
a- meats, and were thereby incapacitated to carry on their Trade; and the 
Governor and Company of the Bank of Ireland agreed to advance to the 
faid Perfons, fo nominated, fuch Sums, not exceeding in the whole the 
fum of Two hundred thoufand Pounds, as might enable them to give 
relief to fuch Perfons in Trade as aforefaid, and accordingly advanced to 
them feveral fums; and the laid Perfons fo nominated, or the majority of 
them, did, out of the faid: fum of Two hundred thoufand Pounds, lend 
various Sums to various Perfons, who fecured the repayment thereof by 
Bonds or Obligations with fureties, payable to the Governor and Com- 
pany of the Bank of Ireland, by certain Inflalments, with Intereli; at the 
rate of Six Pounds per centum per annum, with Warrants of Attorney to con- 
fefs Judgment thereon, or by Bills of Exchange or Promiffory Notes drawn 
on that occafion and for that purpofe, whereof the Perfons to whom the 
3 faid Sums were fo lent were Drawers, Acceptors or Indorfers refpe&ively; 
and fome of the faid Perfons deposited Goods, Wares and Merchandizes, 
with the faid Perfons lb nominated, which by lull cements in writing exe- 
> cuted by the Perfons to whom fuch Monies were lent, are to be lold for 
payment and fatisfablion of the Monies lent, with the Intereli thereof as 
afprelaid, in cafe default Ihall be made in the payment thereof at the times 
therein mentioned, and for ail Colls and Charges attending fuch Sale :
